New Illustrations Bill 





EPRESENTATIVE D. C. DOB- 
BINS, of Illinois, introduced 
into the House of Representa- 
tives on April 11, 1935, a bill 
“to permit and regulate the pic- 

torial representation of postage 
stamps for philatelic purposes.” This 
bill reads as follows: “Be it enacted by 
the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States in Congress 
assembled, That the pictorial repre- 
sentation for philatelic purposes of 
postage stamps issued under authority 
of the United States or any foreign 
government shall not be unlawful if 
such pictorial representation is in 
compliance with such rules and regula- 
tions in respect thereto as may here- 
after be prescribed by the Postmaster 
General.” 

The bill was introduced and referred 
to the Committee on the Post Office 
and Post Roads and given the number 
H. R. 7441. Representative Dobbins, 
who is a member of that important 
committee, in discussing his bill says: 
_ “Iam not a philatelist. My interest 
in philately has been merely a casual 
one. A similar interest is probably 
held by any well read and well in- 
formed person. I have a number of 
stamp collectors among my friends, 
and whenever I come into possession 
of a rare or unusual stamp, I make it 
a practice to pass it on to one of 
them. 

“When I learned that a Committee 
of the American Philatelic Society had 
for Some time been desirous of pro- 
moting legislation that will enable 
them more effectively to interchange 
instructive information concerning the

numerous stamp issues of the United 
States and foreign governments, I im- 
mediately found myself in sympathy 
with their objective. 

“T remember that, nearly 30 years 
ago, I was discussing the subject of 
counterfeiting with an agent of the 
United States Secret Service in Pitts- 
burgh. After he had told me of some 
of the pictorial representations that 


are held to violate the counterfeiting | 


laws, I remarked that under such an 
interpretation of the law a post card 
dealer’s sign that I had seen a week 
or two before, up on Smithfield street, 
would be held to be a counterfeit. This 
sign in question was a crude painting 
on wood, about five by seven feet, de- 
picting an ordinary government postal 
card addressed to the proprietor of 
the place. To my surprise, the opera- 
tive said that it was a counterfeit, 
and that he had required the propri- 
etor to take it down and destroy it, 
under threat of arrest. 


“A similar feeling of surprise or 
mild resentment has occurred every 
time I have seen pictures printed in 
newspapers or periodicals with muti- 
lating lines drawn through them. Even 
without such lines they could never 
by the wildest stretch of the imagina- 
tion be mistaken for actual stamps. 


“Recently, before our committee on 
the Post Office and Post Roads, we had 
under consideration a bill which would 
prohibit the counterfeiting of a gov- 
ernment postmark. Before it was fa- 
vorably reported, the committee unani- 
mously agreed that it should be, and 
it was, amended to permit the pictorial 
representation of a postmark, where 
it was obviously not intended to rep- 
resent a genuine postmark. 


“The bill (H. R. 7441) that I have 
introduced will allow the pictorial rep- 
resentation of postage stamps issued 
by the United States and foreign gov- 
ernments, under such regulations as 
the Postmaster General may prescribe. 
Unquestionably, the regulations can 
and will be so drawn as to allow rep- 
utable newspapers and magazines to 
give to their readers a fair and intel- 
ligible idea of the appearance of rare 
stamps and foreign issues, without in 
any way facilitating the counterfeit- 
ing of stamps.” 

This step taken by Representative 
Dobbins is of the greatest importance 
at this time when Philately is enjoy- 
ing so much publicity throughout the 
‘country. This latest bill, H. R. 7441, 
as well as that introduced early in the 
present session by Representative 
Montague of Virginia (H. R. 1411), 
has been laid before the House Post 
Office committee, where much consid- 
eration is being given them at the 
present time. In fact, liberalization 
of the present laws is being favorably 
considered by many Senators and 
Representatives, some of the members 
having expressed themselves as be- 
lieving the present restrictions are 
simply absurd. 

This favorable feeling of the mem- 
bers of our two great legislative bod- 
ies is being created and nourished by 
the splendid letters that philatelists 
the country over have been writing to 
their Representatives and Senators. 
vid the letters going, both as indi- 








viduals and as stamp organizations. 
| You may think that one letter more or 
\less means little, but it might be that 
{one letter would swing the opinion of 
| some important member of these com- 
mittees.

3c Red—Portraits of the King and 
Queen (double size). 

5¢ Blue—Portrait of the Prince of 
Wales (single size). 

10c Green—View of Windsor Castle 
(double size). 

13c Blue—View of the Royal Yacht 
“Britannia” (double 
size). 


Orders for these stamps in mint 
condition may now be sent to The 
Philatelic Section, Financial Branch, 
Pest Office Department, Ottawa, Can- 
ada. Remittances should be made by 
money order payable to the Receiver 
General of Canada, and if from points 
outside Canada must include postage 
and registration fees in addition to 
the face value of stamps. 

Orders for the new stamps only will 
be given preference over mixed orders 
for both the new stamps and former 
issues.

Day Covers should forward under 
cover to the Postmaster at one or 
more of the above-mentioned points, 
any covers intended for transmission 
on the first day of issue (4th May, 
1935), together with remittance by 
Postal Money Order, Express Order or 
Bank Draft (not personal cheque) 
for the face value of stamps desired 
to be used, payable to the Receiver 
General of Canada at the Canadian 
point of mailing. If blocks of four 
double-size stamps are required to be 
used, allowance should be made for 
the fact that these are larger stamps 
than usual and covers affording the 
necessary space must be sent. 

The Department will not accept any 
responsibility for the safe delivery of 
any consignments of stamps requested 
to be sent by ordinary mail. 

PLEASE NOTE: Requests to Post- 
masters for First Day Covers must 
not include orders for stamps in mint 
condition, as issued. Mint Stamps for 
philatelic purposes can be obtained 
only from the Philatelic Section. Fi- 
nancial Branch, Post Office Depart- 
ment, Ottawa, Canada, and remit- 
tances therefore must be made pay- 
able to the Receiver General of Can- 
ada at Ottawa.

Last fall, there appeared in this 
paper an advertisement under the 
above name. At the same time, or 
within a week or two the same adver- 
tisement appeared also in Mekeel’s 


Weekly Stamp News, in Philatelic 
Gossip, in Hobbies, In Stamp and 
Cover Collecting and in Marconis’ 


Monthly as well as in other papers. 

In the season of 1933-34 the adver- 
tising of this firm appeared in most 
all of the cheaper publications of the 
country and the proprietor filled his 
orders because at no time did he re- 
ceive a large volume of business from 
those papers and he was able to meet 
his obligations and fill orders. 

When he stepped up into the papers 
named above, the volume of orders 
received was such as to swamp him 
and he was apparently unable to get 
material with which to fill his orders 
promptly. He should have taken it 
upon himself to refund remittances to 
those who had ordered from him, but 
this he failed to do and soon com- 
plaints were pouring into our office by 
the dozens. Doubtless the publishers 
of the other magazines mentioned 
above were besieged by complaints. 

For our part we made representa- 
tions to the Postoffice Inspector at 
Little Rock, Ark., for in the meantime 
Perry Burke the manager of the com- 
pany had left Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 
and located in Hot Springs, Ark. 

After many complaints had been 
filed by our office and after we had 
urged all complainants to file com- 
plaint with the Inspector at Little 
Rock, Burke was finally arrested and 
charged with using the mails to de- 
fraud. 

On March 27, he was indicted by 
the Grand Jury and at the trial on 
April 5, he pleaded guilty and was 
sentenced to two years in the Federal 
Reformatory. 

This then closes the case of The 
George Washington Memorial Paper 
Company. It is of course to be re- 
gretted that fraud of this sort can be 
practiced through the mail to the ex- 
tent that was done by Burke before 
he is headed off and stopped for we 
have evidence that shows that Burke 


was reported and complained of long | 


before his mail was stopped.

A Check List of License and Royal- 
ty Stamps used in the United States 
from 1860 to 1885 has been issued by 
Henry W. Holcombe, 321 West 94th 
Street, New York. 

The booklet is of unusual interest 
and throws light on lots of labels 
and stickers that we have seen in 
stamp collections in the past, yet 
never knew of their use or application. 

It appears that following the Civil 
war, taxes were raised in many ways 
and one of the ways was to license 
certain lines of business. Thus there 
were license stamps for Collar Manu- 
facturers, Hats, Clothing, Shoes etc. 

These license stamps are of interest 
to many collectors and this new list 
is doubtless the most thorough and 
complete list of its sort that has ever 
been issued for Mr. Holcombe has had 
the guidance and assistance of all 
past students of these issues, among 
the greatest of which was E. B. Ster- 


ing.

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What Shall I Collect? 
BY JAMES WALSH 


O you remember, when you first 

started collecting, what stamps 

attracted you most? Those of 

Liberia, probably, or Nyassa, 
or any other strange and dis- 
tant country whose issues were odd- 
looking and colorful. Did you worry 
about condition, centering, straight 
edges, legitimacy of issue? You did 
not; all you wanted was to fill up 
the blank spaces in your album, es- 
pecially those provided for large, 
attractive stamps. Nor, I think, can 
you honestly say that any other phase 
of collecting gave you greater plea- 
sure. 

For it is commonly admitted that 
general collecting has an appeal and 
a charm that are seldom found in the 
various forms of specializing. But 
the fact is indisputable that a 
collection approaching completeness, 
whether a_ general collection or 
one of the customary specialized na- 
ture, is usually rather costly. And 
while completion is the goal of all, 
the necessary funds are not always 
at hand. So it is that the average 
collector, trying to effect a sort of 
compromise, frequently selects some 
group, not too expensive, on which 
to center his efforts. But it seems 
to me that he sacrifices too much 
of the charm of general collecting, 
and overlooks some of the most inter- 
esting fields, in his search for an in- 
expensive group which he has some 
chance of completing. 

Ship stamps, of course, and map 
stamps, and one or two other fields

have long had their devoted followers. 
But how about the hundreds of other 
designs in any small section of the 
catalog? Isn’t there something there 
in which you have more than a pass- 
ing interest—some branch of history, 
literature, art, science, music, econom- 
ics, sport, agriculture, transportation? 
The possibilities are as wide and un- 
limited as the activities of man. The 
requisites, on the other hand, are 
simple: a blank album, or even an 
grdinary loose-leaf note book; neat 
penmanship, or better still, a type- 
writer; reference works which may be 
found in any public library; and final- 
ly, enough interest to investigate your 
chosen subject. The rest is merely a 
matter of effort and ingenuity. The 
result a text written by the collector 
himself, and illustrated by appropri- 
ate stamps, should be a very attrac- 
tive and worthwhile product. 

Granted, then, that you are interest- 
ed enough in one or more subjects to 
begin such a collection, there are two 
general modes of procedure possible: 
you may write up your topic and 
search for stamps appropriate to il- 
lustrate it; or you may get the stamps 
and then write your story around 
them. Either way may prove to be 
desirable according to the subject, 
your knowledge of it, and the stamps 
connected with it. The latter method, 
however, should prove the more in- 
structive, inasmuch as it will encour- 
age you to become familiar with the 
story behind the stamp. Then, too, 
the investigation and research it re- 
quires, while not difficult, will tend to 
broaden your knowledge and widen 
the scope of your interests, the benefit 
of which is easily apparent. 

The important thing, however, and 
yet the easiest, is to make a start. 
And, as you turn the pages of the cat- 
alog, and gaze upon the images of 
Hermes, Ceres, Marx, Lenin, Volta, 
Pasteur, Copernicus, Sobieski, Kant, 
Caesar, O’Connell, Pestalozzi, Brown, 
Goethals, Pizarro, and hundreds of 
others, it should be more difficult to 
limit your choice than to find an ap- 
pealing subject. Or perhaps you will 
not want a limit; perhaps you will 
wish to wander unhampered through 
the fascinating field of biography, as 
you become more familiar with the 
lives of the great men depicted on 
your stamps. 

At any rate, you can have all the 
joy of collecting; you can get stamps 
from all over the globe, and usually 
at attractive prices: you can have the 
added pleasure of learning about 
something that interests you; and you 
can wind up with a worthwhile prod- 
uct. a tribute to your own effort, that 
will interest alike both collector and 
non-collector. Why (whisper it) you 
might even write a book!

Do you remember the article “That 
Kid of Yours,” published in this paper 
a couple of years ago?

He studies up, 
takes advice, buys a stock that shows 
good signs of steadily increasing in 
its value, soaks it away and swears 
he will keep it “from then on”. And

Mr. Roger A. Mathes requests the 
quantities issued of various stamps. 
In listing these it is understood that 
each figure refers to the number of 
million stamps. Newburgh, 73; 50c 
Zeppelin, 5; le & 8c Chicago, 300 
each; the same imperforate, 25; Kos- 
ciuszko, 22; Byrd Exhibition sheets, 
about 10. Final figures for others on 
list are still unknown. 





Mrs. E. A. Ashley wants to know 
how to distinguish various kinds of 
paper, as follows:—Wove paper has 
an even texture without any definite 
light or dark areas when held to the 
light. Laid is made on a series of 
fine wires all going in the same di- 
rection. When held to a light this 
paper presents a series of parallel 
light and dark lines. Granite paper 
has numerous small silk fibres imbed- 
ded in it while silk paper has fewer 
and larger strands of the same ma- 
terial so imbedded. 

Mrs. Ashley is also interested in 
the comparative value of various 
types of cancellations. As a general 
rule, pen cancellations or punched 
detract from the value while a hand- 
stamped cancel adds to the value. 
Colored cancellations are generally 
held at a premium. 





Harold Yiesla has a copy of the 
Lincoln blue paper with half the ar- 
row and straight edge guide line at 
the bottom. He asks if this adds to 
the value. Some dealers have tried 
to popularize split arrows, as they 
are called, and dealers of the Powell- 
Phillips school have advertised them 
at quite a premium. However to most 
people they are just straight edge 
copies and, as such, sell for less. 





_Captain Lewis Hixson kindly ad- 
vises us that his specialized collection 
of 2c Columbian Broken Hats contains 
45 distinct varieties. This is in res- 
ponse to the request from Mr. Mather 
regarding this item. 


The latest in rackets to be brought 
to our attention is “inverted post 
cards.” This strikes us as being a 
pretty poor way to take money from 
collectors. The trick becomes very 
simple when you know the details. 
These cards which sell as “inverts” 
have the stamp and ‘this side for 
address’ slogan upside down at the 
top of the card. Large post offices 
sell the cards in sheets of 20 or more 
cards unsevered. Buying these, it is 
” easy matter to cut them apart be- 
ow the stamp and slogan instead of 
over it. Doing this of course manu- 
factures the variety referred to as

“inverted.” While this destroys a few 
cards at the top of the sheet, the price 
of 25c asked for these more then 
amply takes care of this waste at the 
collector’s expense. 

Double perforations have about the 
same value as creased paper varieties. 
That is, it all depends upon whether 
a buyer can be found who is interested 
in these oddities. 





Information regarding the cata- 
logue status of the Farley peace of- 
fering are still second hand. The 
Herald-Tribune has it that these will 
receive regular numbers. That is, the 
13 regular imperforates. They go on 
to say that all previously reported 
varieties, such as imperforate 2, 5, 7c 
Parks and the Wisconsin will be de- 
leted with the exception of the 2c 
Park which “was regularly issued,” 
and which, incidentally, we are under 
the impression, was the only variety 








purchased by the cataloguers. It is 
suggested that decision be reserved 
until more definite information in the 
shape of the finished catalogue is 
provided.

These were all issued on June 10, 1898, perf. 12 
and watermarked double lined USPS, for the ex- 
position then being held at Omaha, Nebraska. ‘The 
One Dollar stamp is generally considered the most 
beautiful ever issued by our country, if not the world. 

The lc—Marquette on the Mississippi—is from a 
painting by Lamprecht, now at Marquette College, 
Milwaukee, with the exception of the head, which is 
from the bust by Trentanove in the Capitol at Wash- 
ington. It is listed in yellow green, with light and 
dark shades, and plain green, and is known with 
stitch wmk. and a scarce double transfer, as well as 
a worn plate variety. 70,993,400 were issued from 
plates 590 to 92, 598, 600, 601, 605, 607, 612, 635, 
709, 710, 711 and 712. 

The 2c—Farming in the West—is from an actual 
photograph. It appears in copper red, with shades in 
brown red and light brown red, and is often found 
in oxydised condition. There is a rather common 
stitch wmk., a scarce double transfer and a worn plate 
variety. 159,720,800 were issued from plates 597, 
608, 610-11, 615-16, 619, 621 to 633, 638 to 642, 
644 to 681, 683 to 708, 713 to 722, 724 to 729, 732 
to 735, 737 to 744, and 749 to 752. 

The 4c—Indian Hunting Buffalo—is from an en- 
graving in Schoolcraft’s “History of the Indian 
Tribes.”” It is known only in deep orange, with a 
low priced stitch wmk. variety. 4,924,500 were issued, 
from plates 599, 634 and 636. 

The 5c—Fremont on the Rocky Mountains—is 
from an old engraving. It appears in dull blue and 
light blue, with no known minor varieties. 7,694,180 
were issued from plates 602, 614 and 618. 

The 8c—Troops Guarding Train—is from a draw- 
ing by Frederick Remington and appears only in violet 
brown or dark lilac. It is known with stitch wmk. 
and also imperforate horizontally. There were 2,- 
927,200 printed, from plates 609 and 643. 

The 10c—Hardships of Emigration—is from a 
painting by A. G. Heater. It appears in gray violet 
(or slate) and blackish violet, with a scarce stitch 
wmk. variety. 4,629,760 were issued, from plates 604, 
617 and 620. 

The 50c—Western Mining Prospector—is also from 
a drawing by Remington. It is recorded in sage green 
and dark sage green, no minor varieties being known. 
530,400 were issued, plate 603. 

The $1—Cattle in a Storm—is by J. MacWhirter. 
It appears in black only, with no minor varieties 
known. 56,900 were issued, all from plate 606. 

The $2—Mississippi River Bridge—is from a photo- 
graph of the Eades bridge at St. Louis. It appears 
only in orange brown, no minor varieties being known. 


The issue was 56,200, plate 613. 








United States Commemorative Stamp Facts 


The Pan-American Issue 


The Pan-American stamps, one of our handsomest 
sets and the first bi-colored one, were issued for the 
exposition held at Buffalo, N. Y. in 1901. They are 
perf. 12, watermarked with the double lined USPS, 
and were all put on sale May 1, 1901. 

The lc—Fast Lake Navigation—is from a photo of 
the “City of Alpena,” a vessel of the Detroit & Cleve- 
land Navigation Co. It is recorded in green and 
black and dark blue green and black, with a scarce 
double transfer, and there is also a major variety with 
the center inverted. 91,401,500 were printed, the 
green frame from plates 1112, 16, 23, 39, 72, 75, 79 
and 1181, and the black center from plates 1113, 17, 
25, 36, 56, 68, 70, 77, 80, 94, 96, 1225 to 1228, 
1233 to 1235, and 1248. 


The 2c—Fast Express—is from a photo of the 
Empire State Express of the period. It appears in 
carmine and black and several shades of both colors. 
The varieties are a rather common stitch wmk. and a 
very rare inverted center. 209,759,700 were issued, 
the carmine frame from plates 1078, 1092, 1098, 
1114, 19, 22, 26, 29, 65, 67, 69 and 1176. The 
black centers from plates 1079, 1093, 1115, 18, 24, 
27, 28, 34, 35, 37, 38, 66, 71, 73, 74, 78, 82, 87, 92, 
93, 95, 97, 98, 1208, 1221 to 24, 1229 to 32, 1238 
to 41. 


The 4c—Automobile—shows the type of electric car 
then used by the B. & O. Railroad at its principal 
stations, the picture being made from one of their 
circulars. The stamp is listed in chocolate and black 
and deep red brown and black, with a very scarce 
inverted center variety. 5,737,100 were issued, from 
frame plate 1145 and center plate 1142. 


The 5c—Bridge at Niagara Falls—is taken from a 
photo and shows the largest single span steel bridge 
in the world. It is listed in ultramarine and dark 
ultramarine and black, the only minor variety being 
a scarce stitch wmk. 7,201,300 were issued from 
frame plate 1140 and center plate 1141. 


The 8c—Canal Locks—is taken from a photo show- 
ing vessels in the locks at Sault Ste. Marie, Michigan. 
It appears in brown violet and purplish brown and 
black, and no minor varieties are known. ‘There were 
4,921,700 printed from frame plate 1150 and center 
plate 1143. 


The 10c—Fast Ocean Navigation—is from a photo 
of the St. Paul of the International Navigation Co. 
It is recorded in yellow brown and black and a darker 
shade of brown, there being no minor varieties known. 
5,043,700 were issued, from frame plate 1151 and 
center plate 1144.

THE BEAUTIFUL BYRD SOUTH POLE 

Stamp and the imperforated set of Park 
Stamps were not issued for ordinary postal 
use.

Would You? 

Mr. Kermit O’Connell of Durham, 
N. C. writes that he for one would 
be willing to forego the pleasure of 
collecting handstamp precancels and 
collect only the printed ones. Mr. 
0’Connell suggests that the publish- 
ers put out a catalog listing only the 
rinted precancels besides their regu- 
= complete catalog. Place this 
book on the market at $1. I doubt if 
a book as suggested could be profita- 
bly put outeat that figure, but I don’t 
think it should cost over $2 at the 
most. Mr. Linn and I have estimated 
that such a catalog cutting out all 
handstamps and not listing the dif- 
ferent positions of the printed pre- 
cancels would reduce the size of the 
catalog at least 75%. Listing the 
different positions of the printed items 
would add some to the size of the book 
unless it were handled like the posi- 
tions of the handstamps are now 
handled, which I think would be the 
logical way to treat those positions. 
List them but do not place a premium 
on them. Would like to hear from my 
readers about the collecting of printed 
precancels ONLY.
